The State meeting of the American 
Society of Equity will be held m Owens¬ 
boro on July 10.

The Telephone Company 
Tefused to do this, hence a suit for 
damages was filed by Mr. Smith and 
others, and the court asked to grant a 
mandatory injunction compelling The 
Cumberland Telephone Co., to connect 
its lines with the above mentioned 
neighborhood line. After quite a warm 
contest the jury awarded the plaintiff 
damages in the sum of $1,000 and the 
court granted the injunction. The 
plaintiff was represented by Attorneys 
W. C. McChord and T. Scott Mayes* 
and the defendant by Attorneys C. C. 
McChord and Fairleigh.

A MEETINC OF THE UQUOR DEALERS. 

The National Wholesale Liq¬ 
uor Dealers Association met in 
Louisville last week and “made 
history.’^ 

“Tracts or no tracts,” or "the 
how and the wherefore''of “reach¬ 
ing" the people with an effective 
whisky argument, was a topic for 
free for all discussion. Some of 
the whiskv men believed the peo¬ 
ple ought to be “educated" as to 
the virtue in wines and spirits, 
as to the happiness, contentment 
and health-giving properties found 

the cup where “dwelleth the 
>ent,” and as to the absolute 
Jbessitv of the saloon to the 
welfare and prosperity of the 
community. But some of the 
whisky men didn't believe the 
people would “learn"—events of 
the past decade proving that peo¬ 
ple had been"learning’' the wrong 
way—and they advised that more 
certain methods be employed. Mr. 
Cyrus C. Turner, general man¬ 
ager of the “Protective Bureau," 
said that he believed tracts were 
good things because farmers read 
them, and that the fanners of the 
country controlled the elections. 
Mr. Nathan M. Uri didn't believe 
the people could be "educated, " 
and advocated that the tract 
method of “carrying" elections be 
discontinued and more certain 
methods adopted — buying ’em, 
be gad, buying ’em! That was 
putting it pretty strong, and this 
Mr. Uri admitted, but he could 
not be blamed, for he had pre¬ 
viously advised that they go into 
executive session. Mr. Uri said 
that the liquor interest did not 
have a single friend in the House 
of Representatives of Kentucky 
last winter and that it was prac¬ 
tically without a iriend in the 
administration ot State affairs. 
Indeed, Mr. Uri openly contend¬ 
ed that drastic measures must be 
adopted or the whisky trade would 
be wiped out in Kentucky. 

Now, Mr. Uri’s plan is to put 
“his man up" and then go into 
market and buy votes to elect 
him. We are inclined to believe 
that Mr. Uri was right when he 
wanted to go into executive ses¬ 
sion. for we are now on to his 
game, and, to say the least, it 
will give us a chance to put the 
price “way up." But we are con¬ 
strained to believe that Mr. Uri 
will experience some trouble in 
finding“thejnan." Both the Dem¬ 
ocratic and Republican parties 
will be careful to lind out a few 
things about a man 's “intentions" 
along these lines before they 
nominate him for the Legislature. 

The following is an address, 
with the exception of the pre¬ 
amble, issued to the people of the 
United States by the Association.

" We believe that it should be made a 
crime fpr a man to become intoxicated. 
We hold that no man has a right to de¬ 
liberately overthrow bis reason and ren¬ 
der himself a dangerous factor in so¬ 
ciety, and therefore, we would gladly 
Welcome the passage of laws providing 
severe penalties tor such offenses and a 
firm, rigid enforcement without regard 
to wealth or influence of the offender." 

[Some men can stay drunk, year in 
and year out, on three drinks a day. 
Then in view of this fact, and in view 
of the language in the above paragraph, 
which favors the passage of laws pro¬ 
viding severe penalties for "the offense 
of intoxication,” let us propose that a 
law be enacted, making it a heavy pen¬ 
alty for a saloon-keeper, or other liquor 
dealer, to sell more than a quarter of a 
flirt of intoxicating liquors to the same 
man during each day, and let the man 
who buys it Se compelled to drink it or 
spill it the day be buys it. This would 
prevent hording up for big drunks on 
special occasions. Then, you see, 
the burden would fall on the fellow who 
had the money to pay his fine, if there 
was any drunkenness during the day, 
and not upon the poor fellow, who has 
a wife and children at home suffering 
—probably starving because of hia 
inebnaty. ] 

"For the evils to which we have re¬ 
ferred prohibitory laws have proven no 
remedy, and even if they should be en¬ 
forced, we believe thev are dangerous 
to liberty, but the suggestions that we 
have ottered are practicable, and have 
been proven to be remedies in most of 
the countries of Continental Europe, 
where drunkenness is seldom in evi¬ 
dence, and furthermore, we can apply 
such laws without giving offense save 
to those who by common consent are 
deserving of condemnation as having 
done that which mankind recognizes to 
be wrong, and having thereby placed 
themselves without the pale.' ’ 

[If * prohibitory laws" are dangerous 
to liberty—whisky prohibitory laws 
then why are not other "prohibitory 
laws” dangerous to liberty? The law 
against stealing, it is admitted, is dan¬ 
gerous, to the liberty of the theif, just 
also, are the prohibitory laws in local 
option districts dangerous to the liberty 
of the blind-tiger man. 

We don’t know anything about 
’whiskv" in Continental F.uropo, and 
ve don’t care a continental about 
‘whisky" in Continental Europe. What 
ve are "driving at" right noi 
"whisky” in Washington county. It 
be seen from the last few lines of 
the above paragraph that the Liquor 
Dealers Association becomes emphatic 
again about condemning the 
drunkard. Doesn’t it seem, in view of 
the fact that they furnish him the 
‘fire," that starts the blaze, that they 
ought to be more charitable toward
